"Peace by terrorism has been 
proven iui possible; peace based upon 
frlendsblp and co-operation will be 
tried, pravldad tha aaUaaa oT Inrope 
are wUUng to lay aaMa their land 
grabbing schenKsa and Join together 
on the basis of good-will. The coun- 
try will exp(!ct .\lr. Il.irding to carry 
out his pledge to advance the cause 
of world peace |ind there is no rea- 
son to doubt that be will do so. In
